Washington, June 11.—(United 
News.)—America's fair-haired young 
flying hero took part in two welcom- 
ing parades upon his arrival here to- 
day. 

The first—by water—began with a 
leisurely but triumphant «afl up the 
historic Potomac past crowd-packed 
banks and river craft in gala attire. 
Quite in contrast was the second pa- 
rade on land through solid walls of 
jammed and cheering humanity. 

Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh re- 
ceived his first taste of Washington's 
welcome when coast guard cutter 244 
circled the cruiser Memphis 16 miles 
down the river, like a tiny terrier 
playing with a greyhound. 

Hair Gleams Golden. 

Lindbergh stood on the captain's 
bridge. The wind ruffled his unruly 
heir. It gleamed golden in the mid- 
day sun. 

“Maen the rails,” Lieutenant Com- 
mander Stephen Yandel ordered and 
‘white-clad coast guardsmen leaped to 
attention along the port side facing 
the Mempuhis. 

Lindbergh answered with a wave of 
his hand. 

The coast guardsmen, although still 
ordered to remain at attention, broke 
into cheers. 

Sailors on the cruiser cheered back. 

A few miles up the stream eight 
additional cutters ‘were riding at an- 
chor off Mount Vernon, waiting to 
take up their duty as escorts. In 
the distance they seémed but tiny 
specks upon the calm water, dwarfed 
by the closeness of the four-funneled 
cruiser. 

Overhead in majestic splendor rode 
the cigar-shaped dirigible Los Ange- 
lea, pride of the naval air force. The 
cruiser’s speed was too slow for the 
air giant and it cut wide circles, a 
silver knife through a cloth of blue.

Former Judge John W. Wescott, who 
had the distinction of. twice placing 
the name of Woodrow Wilson before 
democratic national conventions for 
the presidential nomination, died at 
his home here tofay. He was 78. 
Death was due to hyperstatic pneu- 
monia. He formerly was state attor- 
ney general.

tion of 1912 and he repeted this serv- 
ice for President Wilson in the St. 
Louis convention of 1916. 


He opposed the nomination of 
Woodrow Wilson, then president of 
Princeton university, to the governor- 
ship of New Jersey, the stepping stone 
to the presidency, on the ground that 
he believed Mr. Wilson was being 
“used” by certain politicians of his 
state. He left the state convention in 
disgust. 

“My brother, however, remained,” 
said Judge Wescott some years later, 
“and listened to Wilson's speech. He 
caught me at the railroad statin and 
showed me a copy of the speech. As 
I read it I saw he advocated the same 
things I stood for. 

“Later he sent for me to come 
and see him at Princeton. I was 
afraid to go alone, so I took a friend 
with me. I was impressed by the 
visit, and from that time he struck

New revelations of the conditions 
under which the British diplomatic 
mission at Moscow attempted to carry 
on relations with the soviet govern-| 
ment were made Saturday in an in- 
terview by Sir Robert Hodgson, late 
British charge d'affaires at Moscow. | 
He added his voice to the British gov- | 
ernment's denials of the soviet charges 
that the British mission was engaged 
in espionage in Russia. 

Moscow's Tactics. 

Sir Robert declared that the soviet 
government state political department 
employs “most abominable measures 
of compulsion” to induce Russians to 
act as their agents. One such cause 
he instanced was that of Louise Koch, 


who, he alleged, at the 
commissariat of foreign affairs was 
threatened with life imprisonment 
unless she acted as informer on the 
British charge, and with death if she 
revealed to him that she had been ap- 
proached by soviet officials.

New York, June 11—()—The po- 
lice were called ont this afternoon to 
quell a demonstration in front of the 
British consulate on Whitehall! street 

A crowd of 350 men and women ap 
peared before the consulate building to 
protest against England’s policy in 
China. Disorder soon grew to such 
an extent that a hurry call was sent 
for the police. 

The demonstration was staged un- 
der the auspices of the “hands-off 
China committee,” leaders of the move- 
ment told the police. 

Some of the banners carried bore 
these legend«: “Down with British 
imperialiem,” “British control in 
China obtained by opium war,” “Chi- 
nese students in Columbia university 
protest against war in China,” “Stop 
attacks on soviet union,” “Stop kill- 
ing Chinese students,” “China for 
Chinese.” 

The Young Workers’ League of 
America, the Workers’ VCJommunist 
Party of America and the joint board 
fur and garment workers also par- 
ticipated in the demonstration. 

The crowd, which included numer- 
ous Chinese and negroes, paraded 
around the block bounded by White- 
hall, State and Pearl streets, on which 


the consulate is situated. 

The procession was orderly apart 
from a few hisses nd catcalis trom 
homebound office workers until Julia 
S. Poyntz, writer and lecturer on la- 
bor problems, began to harangue her 
Fupporters. 

While mounted police cleared a lane 
she was brought by a patrolman to 
the nearby quarters of the marine po- 
lice. She explained the purpose of 
her presence, was released and again 
began to exhort her followers from 
the steps of a building in which is !o- 
cated the Cuban consulate. She con- 

ued her address under the protec- 
tion of an American flag, that was 
held beside her. 

Later the crowd-moved along White 
ball and Pearl streets when citizens 
began to tear down the paper banners 
the marchers carried.

Washington, June 11.—()—In the 
name of the nation, and before the 
greatest throng ‘that ever trod the 


ground surrounding Washington mon- 
ument, President Coolidge today 
pinned on the breast of Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh the distin- 
guished fiying cross. 

The little piece of bronze, the high- 
est American aviation award, was 
added to the youthful hero's French 
Legion of Honor medal and others 
won abroad at the end of a brief 
presentation speech by the president 
and amid an uproarious tribute from 
the monster crowd. 


“He has returned unspoiled.” the 
president said. “He has brought his 
unsullied fame home.” 

Lindbergh, sitting on the gaily-be 
decked reception stand to the left of 
Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge, and in front 
of his proud mother, remained ap- 
parently unmoved throughout the 15- 
minute ceremony, and seemed to gain 
confidence as the time came for his 
reply to the praise and congratula- 
tions from the chief executive. 

Speeches Applauded. 

Tremendous applause greeted both 
the president and the aviator before. 
during and after their speeches, and 
the cheering mass kept up the dem- 
onstration™ until Lindy, with diffi- 
culty, had made his way out of the 
grounds, 

“It is our great privilege,’ 
president in turning to bestow the 
medal, “to weleame back to his na- 
tive land, on behalf of his own peo- 
ple who have a deep affection for 
him and have been thrilled by his 
aplendid achievement, a colonel of the 
United States officers’ reserve corps, 
an illustrious citizen of our repub-

Aerial Concentration Is 
Greatest Since World 
War. 


Washington, June 11.—(/)—Com- 
parable only to the fleets of airplanes 
that the world war called forth was 
the aerial concentration that roared a 
homecoming welcome out of the skies 
today to Charles A. Lindbergh. 

Led by the huge navy dirigible, Los 
Angeles, squadron after squadron of 
planes were in the air early in the 
morning and throughout the day and 
until late at night had a prominent 
place in the capital’s greeting to, the 
uew hero of the air. 

Going far down the Potomac the 
squadrons of planes and the big air 
liner picked up the Memphis with 
Lindbergh aboard shortly after the 
cruiser had left Piney Point, where it 
had anchored overnight. 


Escort Warship. 


Hovering over the cruiser on its 
Way up the river, the planes escorted 
the warship into Washington waters, 
presenting a magnificent sight as they 
soared by in formation. 

Once the cruiser was safely berthed, 
and Lindbergh turned over to the cap- 
ital’s reception committee, the air 
forces were grounded for the day, but 
their show was not over, as the night 
program was even more spectacular. 
To aid them, huge searchlights had 
been placed here and there in the city 
to sweep the skies, 

Somewhere close to 100 planes 
swarmed out of the 4round siations 
around Washington in the morning 
hours, with all their evolutions plan- 
ned in advance to obviate the always 
present possibility of collision. 

A blue haze masked the Potomac’s 
windings when the Memphis came in 
sight, and tinged to purple the usually 
silver sides of the great dirigible Los 
Angeles, whose elevation marked the 
middie distance for circulating avia- 
tors. Below the airship, which nosed 
slowly in a vast circle, moved the 
heavy bombing and sea planes in 
squadrons and groups. 


Pursuit Planes. 


Highest of all, dodging in and out 
of the cloud banks, was the flight of 
more than a score of pursuit planes— 
the tiny fast single seaters—summon- 
ed by the army from Selfridge field 
in Michigan. These moved to and 
fro with a deceptive appearance of 
slowness from the ground, lent by 
their vast height, and during the dock- 
ing hour left unexhibited no possible 
evolutiontof grouped aircraft. 

One moment their numbers were 
stretched out over the miles in the 
broad arrow of the flying duck, while 
the next disclosed them sweeping back 
again from the Virginia hills in the 
close massed mob of a sparrow flight, 
or strung out on parade front with 
almost exactness of line.

MIGHTY POLICE 
GUARD FOR FLIER 


Force of 8,000 Finest Will 

Be Augmented by Sol- 
diers and Sailors To 
Preserve Order. 


New York, June 11.—(4)—While 
Washington was welcoming Charles 
A. Lindbergh back to hig homeland 
today New York was completing its 
plans to give the greatest greeting in 
its history to the young flier whose 
fame is still measured by but one leaf 
of a monthly calendar. 

It was just one month ago today 
that newspapers published dispatches 
from St. Louis telling of a young air 
mail pilot who had flown in one hop 
from® San Diego, who intended to fly 
to New York the next day, and who 


then thought he would jump across the 
Ailantie. 


Treated As Joke. 

The popular reaction was a sort of 
jocose surprise. “Who is this fel- 
low Lindbergh?” was the common 
question. “Never heard of him be 
fore,’ and with Richard Byrd, whom 
all the world knew for his flight 
across the north pole, and Clarence 


Chamberlin, who had recently broken 
the world duration flight record, al- 
ready preparing for a trans-Atlantic 
flight, the plans of this young fellow 
from the west were taken none too 
seriously. 

But that was a month ago. Today 
not a person in the civilized world 
butsknows who Lindbergh is, what 
he Mas done, what he looks like: not 
one but would cherish the honor of 
grasping his hand or even of watch- 
ing him go by*along his path of glory. 

So great is this desire to see if not 
actually to touch the hero of the day 
that 8,000 police will guard the line 
of march on Monday, 3,500 more 
than it has ever before been thought 
necessary to utilize. And the police 
will be augmented by soldiers and sail- 
ors placed about the flier so closely 
that it is hoped they may hold back 
the crowds of enthusiastic admirers. 

Not only will there be 8,000 po- 
lice, but by a system of “subway dodg- 
ing” these 8,000 will be enabled to do 
the work of more than twice’ that 
number: + It was learned today that 
as the procession from. the battery to 
city hall and then to Central park 
progresses, the policemen left behind 
along the route will be rushed for- 
ward by special subway trains so that 
they may augment their comrades up 
ahead.

The levee system needs to “be re- 
vised and strengthened and above all 
we must have some other safety de- 
vices which. will relieve the strain 
on the levee system in périods ct 
super floods and thereby make them 
absolutely sure once and for all. Sev- 
eral such safety. devices have’ been 
proposed. The serious suggestigns of 
this sort are ig the main as follows: 

It has been proposed that we should 
construct .in the state of Leuisiana 
one or more spillways which, whea 
the levels of the river exceed some 
certain point, will draw the water off 
from the lower Mississippi through 
other channels. 

There are approximately three le- 
cations for such spillways. The -first 
is to use the Atchafuiaya river which 
already in effect rforms part of 
such a fynction. Inder these pro- 
posals to make it de its utmost, its 
levees need. be put farther apart, 
strengthened and extended to the 
Mississippi trough peoper but also 
affords ‘& by-pass for excessive’ floods 
from the Red, Black and Ouachita 
fivers. . 

The transfermation of the Atcha- 
falaya into a eontrolled spillway would 
sive relief to the levees of the Mis- 
sissippi river for about 200 miles 
above New Orleans. It is not a pro- 
pesal to change the mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi but only to divert excess 
rater.

The pro- 
ponents of such development contend 
that it would enable the holding back 
of large quantities of water, that a 
very large amount of electrical power 
would be developed in the dams of 
the system, thatthe water held back 
from the spring freshets would be 
sent dewn through low water season 
and thus by increasing the low water 
flow of the rivers below, improve navi- 
gation. ,

DE PINEDO ARRIVES 
AT PORTUGAL GOAL 


BY ADOLFO DA ROSA. 


Lisbeu, June 11.—( United News.) — 
Francesco De Pinedo alighted today 
en the River Tagus, completing a 
hazardous flight which linked four 
contivents and which sometimes verjed 
on disaster. His destination is Rome. 

De Pinedo arrived at 5:10 p. m., 
after 10 minutes or so flying ‘above 
the river beside which this capital 
lies. He had flown from Ponta De 
gada, Azores Islands in mid-Atlantic, 
whence he started at dawn. 


' Last minute changes had been made 
in the weleome program because of 
the death of Pilot Espanca, foremost 
Portuguese flier. In place of the gala 
celebrations in De Pinedo’s honor, a 
modified program in which officers 
and aviators would first welcome him 
was substituted. The Ltalian coleny. 
being unaffected by the mourning for 
Espanca, platined elaborate fetes for 
their countryman. 

When his plane, the Santa Maria, 
touched here De Pinedo had linked 
Kurope, Africa, South America and 
North America by air. He started 
February 13 from Cagliari, Sardinia, 
and flew to Rabat, Merocco, and 
thence down the west African coast in- 
tending to span the south Atlantic in 
one flight. Weather conditions were 
such that De Pinede was unable to 
take off near the equator with a full 
load of gasoline and he was com- 
pelled to retrace his course northward 
as far as St. Louis, Senegal, whence 
he flew to the nearby Cape Verde 
islands. Leaving Porto Praia, Cape 
Verde, February 22, De Pinedo flew 
nimost 2,000 miles to the island\ of 
Fernande Noronha, off the Brazilian 
coast, and thence to the mainland. 

After visiting South American eapi- 
tals, De Pinedo flew northward to 
Florida and was en route to the Pa- 
cifie coast when his seaplane was de- 
stroved by fire at Roosevelt dam. A 


of a youthful spectator caused the 
fire. ! 

A new plane was shipped from Italy 
and was assembled in New Rork. On 
Saturday, May 21, De Pinedo departed 
from Trepassey, Newfoundland, to fly 
to Horta. Azores islands. en route to 
Rome. Unfavorable winds caused him 
to alight before reaching his goal and 
the new Santa Maria was towed to 
Horta by an Italian vessel. It was 
this resumed flight that brought De 
Pinedo ta Lisbon today. He will re- 
turn to Rome where a mighty welcome 
has been prepared to honor his fly- 
ing achieyement.

Bobby 
has not been journeying on sleepers 
and dragging his golf bag behind him 
for 12 months, as most of the leading 
American professionals have been do- 
ing, playing their hearts out in order 
to win in Los Angeles, to win in 
Texas, to win in Indianapolis, to win 
in Florida, to win in Pinehurst and 
to win or score well in many other 
far-off corners 

Bobby played in the Atlanta open 
in March and gave us all another 
lesson. This tournament was a fine 
tuning up for the world’s greatest, 
and likewise served to make us think 
about what may happen at Oakmont. 
There is no question about Jones be- 
ing the favorite. No matter from 
what angle one views the situation, 
Bobby Jones looks like the best bet.

tirely, Bob and Watts may be said 
to have accomplished one thing—a 
complete renewal of their memory of 
the vicissitudes of championship play 
at Oakmont. 

Bob managed to turn the first nine 
in two strokes over par, though the 
course .has been changed considerably 
since he played it last. He started 
out with two birdiés in a row and 
then parred three more holes, only to 
misjudge the distance on the short 
sixth and take a tive. His drive 
found a trap on the seventh and he 
took a six on this four—par hole, but 
finished in’ par figures. In other 
words, he played the course in two 
strokes under par except on the sixth 
and seventh. 

Watts was doing more experiment- 
ing than his champion partner but 
still he took a 40, which is but three 
strokes over par. His iron shots 
were wobbling a bit due to the dif- 
ference in the fairway. 

Compson was picked up on several 
holes and his card was unintelligible, 
but the strength of the big English- 
man’s driving was one of the features 
of the play. He was a bit wobbly 
on the greens, however, and lost sev- 
eral strokes from this weakness. 

It takes more than a first glance 
to see the finer points of a champion- 
ship course such as this at Oakmont, 
but it just takes a onceover to dis- 
cover that the sloppy golfers are as 
misplaced here as a blind man at a 
trap shoot. 

Fienty Bunkers. 

The course has just exactly 159 
bunkers on 18 holes and these range 
in size from 10 feet across to 
times*that distance on all sides. And 
that is not the worst of it. Every 
bunker is curried every hour of the 
day with a glorified currycomb which 
fills it with waves running parallel 
to the edge of the green. There is 
no such animal as a clear lie in a 
trap at Oakmont and the curry- 
ing .system bars all rolling of 
balls from the traps. At Oakmont 
they call a spade a spade and with a 
ball in a trap that is the only tool 
to use. The foxy golfer who plays 
in the smooth trap may putter around 
with a putter and may jig a bit with 
a jigger but he will finally come to 
the spade before the ball is safe on 
the carpet. 

The fairways are the most excellent 
bits of golf architecture in the nation, 
bar none, according to the profes- 
sionals who have played most of the 
best courses in the country. At any 
spot on any fairway on the course the 
grass could be closely mowed and 
rolled and a very passable green 
could be produced. The turf is firm 
but not hard and there is no such 
thing as a bare spot from first tee 
to 18th green. 

The greens themselves defy descrip- 
tion. Not one of them is wactectty 
level. ‘That is, they all are undulat- 
ing but as true as tried steel. In 
the words of Bob Jones, “It’s a man’s 
own fault if be misses a putt on these 
greens.” 

The boys from the clubs where 
Bermuda gemens and _ rough bent 
greens are the vogue may well spend 
many an hour on the practice carpet 
at Oakmont. ‘The greens are so close 
that a touch will send the ball from 
edge to further edge and this condi- 
tion makes the stopping of a pitch 
shot difficult. 

Tough. 


The first hole is an easy par five 
unit but a good drive and a yerfectly 
true iron are needed to make the 
green on the second. This hole is not 
so excessively trapped as some of the 
others but the position of the green 
will cost many a stroke. The carpet 
slopes from front to back and the 
back side of the green is deep rough. 

The second is an easy four pro- 
vided the drive is out of trouble, but 
the fairway narrows to a bottle neck 
at the point where many good drives 
will carry and deep traps just short 
of the green make the pitch shot a 
test of accuracy. 

The third offers a wide fairway for 
the drive but the pitch shot to the 
green is blind and the green slopes to 
the back with a deep gully just short 
of the carpet. It is a typical Oakmont 
hole—easy if played perfectly but bit- 
ter for a wild golfer. 

The fourth is an ordinary five hole 
but the traps guarding the green to 
catch a long second wood locok as large 
as a football gridiron and will deal 
out as much sorrow before this man’s 
tournament is history. 

On the fifth two traps wait to 
catch anything but a perfect drive 
and a narrow bottle neck is the only 
approach to the green by the ground 
route. 

The next two holes are what might 
be termed ordinary holes except for 
the frequency of traps but the eighth 
is one of the finest tests of golf on the 
course. It is just too long for an 
iron shot from the tee and the spoon 
or brassie «hot must. carry most of 
the 253 yards to be clear of guardian 
bunkers. 

The ninth is an easy per five hole 
with a green that spreads for 200 feet 
out into the course. 

Traps and Traps. 

On the hack side the first three 
holes are ordinary holes (again except 
for the epidemic of traps) and ther 
No. 13 comes with its 164 yards of 
concentrated trouble. The shot must 
be a clean’ cafry with trape ready to

Trade Unexpected. 

It would seem that this was enough 
news to break the back of any bull 
stock market. It did not for the rea- 
son that nothing has happened. that 
was not expected by the people who 
either make or break stock markets. 
Long before the end of the first quar- 
ter of this year it was pointed out in 
this column that the hest posted bank- 
ers in Wall street did not expect gen- 
eral trade in 1927 to be quite up to 
the average for 1926. and 1925 and 
that after having slowed down last 
autumn on the cotton crop scare and 
then started up again, it was likely 
that there might be misunderstanding 
of seasonal slowing down in general 
trade after the peak was reached and 
passed in the spring. The flood in the 
Mississippi valley and the late season 
were not expected; but otherwise there 
is nothing in the general situation 
and outlook to make responsible bank- 
ers change important plans started 
early this year.

It would 
not be et all surprising if Penna is 
buying New Haven in the open 
market and carrying the stock in 
brokers’ names or in bank loans -until 
the desired amount of stock has been 
accumulated. Certainly somebody has 
been buying New Havea for weeks and 
months at the same time selling to 
keep the price down. Pennsylvania, 
with it already large holdings in New 
Haven and its large investment in 
the Long Island railroad aud New 
York terminals, is more likely to be 
e+ iy New Haven than any other 
road. 


Floor members of the stock ex- 
change who have been watching the 
market in Wabash are confident that 
the stock of that company for weeks 
and months has been bought aad taken 
out of the market. As a short-line 
road between New York and Chicago 
Wabash could be used by any one 
of the half dozen large eastern sys- 
tems now fighting for advantage on 
railroad merger plans. Similar buy- 
ing is going on elsewhere .in_ rail- 
road stocks, not the sort of buying 
that comes from margin speculation 
but the sort witnessed the last time 
some 20 years ago when New York 
Central and Pennsylvania agreed to 
go into the open market and buy up 
control of Big Four, Norfolk & West- 
era and other roads to end rate ent- 
ting. It is the sort of buying that 
was seen in the stock market when 
Kh. H. Harriman was acquiring con- 
trol of Sonthern Pacific and other 
western railroads. 

Breaks Expected. 

Last year stocks classed as in- 
shares made up &S.04_ per 
cent of the total transactions on the 
stock exchange floor and rails only 
11.05 per cent. Since the beginning 
of this year the volume of trading 
in railroad stocks has steadily in- 
creased on railroad buying until rails 
are again the recognized leaders of the 
stock market. 


A sharp unexpected break in the 
stock market, such as occurred late 
last week, may be repeated at any 
time to correct technical stock market 
conditions and over-extended brokers’ 
loans. However, unless the seasonal 
slowing down in general trade now 
under way runs into something dif- 
ferent, as long as the buying of rail- 
road stocks by railroads continues 
there will be ‘nothing more than a 
temporary setback in the _ stock 
market.

UNCLEAN BONDS. 

There's a common term in finance, 
“unclean bonds,” that often is applied 
to the soundest, most desirable securi- 
ties. It doesn’t refer to the moral or 
hygienic condition of the bonds, but 
to the fact that the owner has written 
names or other identification marks 
and memoranda on the bonds or has 
otherwise impaired their good delivery. 

This situation often comes about 
by a father buying a bond for mother, 
son or daughter. The security goes 
into father’s safe deposit box. ‘To 
identify it father writes mother’s or 
Jehnnie’s or Mary’s name on the 
bond. Or sometimes the bondholder 
will write the interest paying dates, 
on the outside of the bond, so that im 
thumbing through his safe deposit 
box he won't have to unfold the bonds 
to see when to clip coupons. 

To what extent innocent markings, 
such as the foregoing, might impair 
good delivery of a bond, the writer 
does not know; but it is a generally- 
accepted principle that to write ones 
name on the back of a promissory 
note is to indorse that note and thus 
become liable for payment. 
essentially a promise to pay, a promis- 
sory note. On principle alone might 
it be well to keep one’s name off it? 
if you must make identification marks 
on a security, make them with a pen- 
cil so they may be erased easily. 

For example, on the back of many 
bonds there is a recital of conditions 


under which the bond may be register- 


ed as to principal only. This is a 
heritage of the days before safe depo- 
sit boxes, when people kept investment 
securities in insecure places and wish- 
e] to record ownership for fear of 
theft, fire or other mischance, A bond 
so registered and later released from 
registry isn’t “good delivery” on some 
stock exchanges and may be penalized 
1-8 to 1-4 of a point below what it 
otherwise would bring. 

Most bonds are bearer bonds. To 


(sell them and make good delivery 


all the holder has to do usually is 
to hand them over to the buyer. To 
maintain this facility of good deliv- 
eiy certain rules are enforced by stock 
exchanges. Therefore, to avoid unin- 
tentional violating of these rules, dont 
write on your securities, in ink.

‘Cotton Goods 


Remain Strong; 


Prices Climb 


Further strengthening of the cotton 
goods market is in progress, according 
the “Textile World,” trade paper. The 
rising trend often referred to in these 
columns which last week developed 
into a spurt is tapering off for the 
time being but there are a number of 
classes of goods which are yet to be 
moved up into line with the cost of 
replacement on the present day cotton 
levels. As usual when a sharp move- 
ment has taken place, there is differ- 
ence of opinion as to its further con- 
tinuance and as to the real justifica- 
tion of it after all. On the basis of 
16.50 for cotton many of the ad- 
vanced prices may still be considered 
cheap. ‘Taking print cloths as an 
example, the 38 1-2 inch 64x60s which 
last December sold for forward deliv- 
ery at 6 5-8c, have lately sold for for- 
ward delivery at 7 1-4e. The poundage 
prices are 35.5¢c and 38.8c, respective- 
ly, a difference of only 3.3c. In this 
same period raw cotton has risen 4.5c 
per pound. The disparity of 1.2c in- 
dicates either that these goods never 
touched the bottom basis of raw cot- 
ton or that they have still a distance 
to go to catch up with their raw ma- 
terial, 

The cotton situation is annoying to 


market has by no means obtained an 
even break regarding the raw mate- 
rial. There are mills Which bought 
their heads off when cotton prices 
were low last December and January, 
and there are others which did not 
buy a pound at that time. Today the 
position of these two classes of firms 
is in marked contrast, the former be- 
ing able to make a good profit on 
their purchases, the latter being bare- 
ly able to break even, though they get 
top prices for their product. Traders 
say that this condition makes for con- 
siderable difference of sentiment in 
the market and for diverse points of 
view that might otherwise be hard to 
explain.

Savage testi- 
fied that the two defendants accom- 
panied by a negro came to his filling 
station here and purchased a pint of 
whisky and turned off into the woods. 
He stuck to his story under a grilling 
cross-examination. 

The state alleged that Boone frac- 
tured McLaurin’s skull during a fight 
and then hid him when he failed to 
regain consciousness. After several 
days, it is alleged, Boone fearing the 
consequences, enlisted the aid of Mrs. 
Phillips and a negro and they carried 
the unconscious man to a woods near 
here where the woman shot him, The 
negro confessed, implicating the two, 
and has been used as a state wit- 
ness.

opinion Senator Lawrence D. Tyson, 
of Knoxville, expressed in his address 
before the graduating class of the law 
department of the University of Chat- 


tanooga here tonight. 

“T belicve that the present admin- 
istration has done all possible to aid 
the situation with the funds that are 
available, but I contend and still 
maintain that a special session of 
congress is the only solution of the 
situation, and I believe thet the presi- 
dent should reconsider his decision not 
to call an extra session, and that be 
fore the present summer is over con- 
gress should be called into an‘extra 
session which will cet in motion ma- 
chinery for the prompt relief of the 
sufferers and for the study of this 
deplorable situation which has visited 
our soutliland,” he said. 

Speaks of Hoover. 


“Secretory Hoover has been quoted 
in the newspapers as saying that 
700,000 persons in the flooded area 
had been rendered homeless by the 
high waters, and of that number ap- 
proximately half a million would be 
left destitute,”’ he said. 

Senator Tyson pointed to the fact 
that the expense of an extra session 
would merely mean the mileage pay 
for the representatives and senators, 
as their annual pay goes on whether 
or not they are in Washington. 

“IT believe the real reasen that con- 
gress has not already been called in 
extra session is a matter of polities 
in the seating of Vare and Smith in 
the senate.” he said.

Senator Tyson was a member of 
the resolutions committee at the flood 
control eanference in Chicago last 
week, He. told of some of the fan- 
tastic plans presented to the coramit- 
tee, of which Senator Watson, of In- 
diana, was chairman. One man wish- 
ed to instalt-a system of propellers in 
the Missistippi which would speed up 
the flow of water and make the pres- 
ent river bed carry a bigger volume. 
Another wished to build what in ef- 
fect would be a twin to the present 
Mississippi by construction of a huge 
canal west of the present Father of 
Waters aud parallel to it for 150 
miles, 

“Engineers told us his scheme could 
be carried out, but that it would 
bankrupt the nation to do it,” said 
Senator ‘yson. “I expect when the 
flood control problem gets to congress 
the delay «nd politics played concern- 
ing Muscle Shoals will be insignificant 
in comparison,”

American Scientists Begin 


Lo 


BY ALFRED P. RECK. 

Washington, June 11.—(United 
News)—Two. American scientists, a 
woman and a two-year-old girl have 
bezun a lonely existence on top o. a 
5,000 foot mountain peak in southwest 
Aftica in an effort to devise a reliable 
method of long-distance weather fore- 
casting. 

For the next three years their only 
companions will be the wild animals 
on the plains below. The only break 
in their monotonous life will he the 
terrific gales which .blow with hurri- 
cate foree many months of the year. 

Iy the party operating under the 
direction of the Smithsonian institu- 
tion are Mr, and Mrs. William’ H. 
llooyer, of Indiana, their daughter, 
l-etty Jean, and Frederick A. Greeley, 
of Pelham, New Hampshire. 

On the peak of Mount Brukkaros, 
5,200 feet high, the Smithsonian insti- 
tution has established an observatory 
to work in cooperation with similar ex- 
perimental stations in southern Cali- 
fornia and Chile. 

Town 60 Miles. 

The nearest town is Keetmanshoop, 
South West Africa, 60 miles from the 
base of the mountain. All supplies 
must be trucked across the plains to 
the mountain and then transferred to 
burro back for the long climb up -the 
mountain trail. 

No white man had visited the top 
of the mountain before Dr. C. G. 
Abbot, acting director of the Smithson- 
ian institution, selected it for the site 
of the observatory. . 

Materials were transported to the 
peak by burro over a man-made trail 
and « small cottage constructed. . 

The observatory was made by dig- 
ging a tunnel in the mountain top 
where the sunlight is caught in. pow- 
erful Jenses and directed into the dark 
shaft for observation. ik

Kill Noise, or Employees 


Colgate U. Professor Urges Absorption of Distractions '" 


Can’t Do Their Best Work 


BY MAURICE MERMEY. 


Chicago, June 11.—( United News.) | 


Of course, you're interested in get- 
ting more work out of your stenog, 
and the billing clerk. Listen to Dr. 
Donald A. Laird, director of the psy- 
chological laboratory of Colgate uni- 
versity. He tells the National Asso- 
ciation of Office Managers: 

“Don’t tell jokes or hold interest- 
ing conversations in the office. The 
noise decreases the stenographer’s ef- 
ficiency. Offices should be located high 
enough to avoid the sound of auto 
sirens reaching the _ billing clerk's 
ears. These sounds reduce his effi- 
ciency.” 

Dr. Laird, working in his peculiar 
laboratory at Colgate. Hamilton, N. 
Y., where they turn out great foot- 
ball teams, bas recently completed 
a series of experiments on the effi- 


ciency cost of noise jn offices. He} 


has duplicated practically all possi- 
ble noises affecting the office work- 
er, and has measured their effect on 
men and women. His findings are the 
result of perhaps the first thorough 
psychological study of that great mass 
known as white collar workers. 
“When quiet reigns in an office 
all of the workers there can do at 
least five per cent more work than 
when it is noisy, we found,” Dr. 
Laird said. “Noise in an office makes 


an individual burn energy at a rate 
25 per cent greater than 
under quiet conditions.

AGED NEGRO’S PIGEON BURIED IN PEN

Mourns for Dead Chu 


Somewhere in the whirl of Chi- 
cago’s metropolitan life is a former 
inmate of the Atlanta federal peni- 
tentiary who is not trying to wash the 
gray prison walls from his memory— 
but wistfully recalling a companion- 
ship that death could never sever. 

“My heart lies buried here,” was 
the last thought of Sam Moore when 
he left the prison in Atlanta for Chi- 
cago where he has found a technical 
“first friend” with whom to enjoy the 
freedom .of parole, from a life sen- 
tence after spending 37 years behind 
the bars. What Sam meant by his 
pensive parting thought and why he 
may some day make a pilgrimage back 
to the scene of his long confinement 
are things made clear in the following 
story gathered from those who knew 
Sam well. 

“One Saturday morning when Sam 
was passing the isloation building at 
the federal penitentiary he saw a 
fellow prisoner with a small box, go- 
ing towards the cellhouse. Upon 
Sam's inquiry as to what the boex 
contained, he was shown a pitiful 
little squab, which the person who 
had it said he was going to eat. Sam 
begged so hard for the life of the tiny 
bird, that the prisoner concluded to 
forego his anticipated feast and sur- 
rendered the squab. From that day 
on, until the death of the pigeon, 
Sam and the bird were inseparable 
companions, or, as Sam put it, chums. 

“Sam named his pet, Adam, be- 
cause it was the first of its kind to 
be made a pet in prison during all of 
Sam's long service. 

Sam Is Jealous. 

“It was a pleasing sight tn see Sam 
going about the prison with Adam 
at his heels.

MURDERS IN THE SOUTH. 

‘There is a great deal of signifi- 
cance to a survey of homicides dur- 
ing 1926 in 119 American cities, 
this survey having been made by 
The Spectator, 2 national insur- 
ance journal, and just released.

Washington, June - 11.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—in this paper two 


weeks ago I said that I doubted if 

there is any person 

living in the United 

States who still 

uses a quill pen as 

a matter of course ; 

and that I even 

doubted whether 

there is enybody 

who can. remember 

an ancestor or 

other ancient per- 

son who used a 

quill pen regularly. 

The . first - doubt 

stands; as to the 

second, however, it 

is clear that ‘many 

persons are able tuo 

remember old-time ‘characters who 

used the quill pen as we today 

use the steel one; or should I 

say the gold one? I find that 

George Cabot Lodge, who died in 1000 

(he was the son of the late Senator 

Henry Cabot Ledge, of Massachu- 

setts), always u a quill pen and 

never any other kind. Up to the 

time of his death he got them from 

England, Apparently there are still 

shops in England ,that make quill 

pens; I doubt if there is any such 

shop left within the boundaries of the 

United States. A person who should 

choose to use a quill pen today would 

be obliged to go to some trouble te 

get one. Yet this may be wrong. 

There must be a source of supply 

somewhere, because quyill pens are 

still laid regularly on the desks of 

the justices of the supreme court of 

the United States. It will» be neces- 

sary to find out where they are pro- 
cured. 

Probably the late Mr. Lodge's use 
of a quill pen was the attractive aes- 
theticism of a literary man and does 
not quite prove that in the year when 
he died, 1909, there was still a man in 
the United States who used the quill 
in the same sense in which it had been 
used 50 to 75 years before. I have 
not heard that his father, the late 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, used a 
quill. George Cabot Lodge’s use of it 
suggests the case of a man of strong 
individuality, having probably a dis- 
taste, sentimental and aesthetic, for 
the over-powering flood of machine- 
made products that was swamping the 
earlier taste and the individual work- 
manlike pride of the older America. 
It is a trait one likes to run across. 

* ° * 


From Mr. Frank Irvine, of Ithaca, 
N. Y¥., comes a sure trail toward the 
guill pen and the earlier days of which 
it was characteristic. Mr. Irvine's 
maternal grandfather, who lived until 
about 1870, “used quill pens exclu- 
sively. He looked upon a steel pen 
about as he looked upon Prang’s cliro- 
mos and Rogers’ statuary groups. He 
wrote on old-fashioned round hand, 
with great delicacy of shade. This, 
he said, could be accomplished only by 
a quill. and he taught me how to cut 
the quill into pens and repoint them. 
Quills were still to be purchased, and 


stationery shop for ‘a bunch of quills.’ 
From these we made the pens.” 

Here, clearly, in an authentic trace 
of old-time America. But. eyen this 
venerable man succumbed tothe new. 
Mr. Irvine continues: | 

“My father gave my grandfather a 
very flexible gold pen. This was some 
time between 1863 and 1868. I had no 
further interest in the quill market 
and do not know when ‘bunches of 
quills’ disappeared from the cvun- 
ters.” 

Mr. Irvine prings to light one, point 
that is obvious, but which, I suspect, | 
eseapes the attention of nine out of 
ten of us. He says ‘that the reason we 
speak of a pocket-knife as a “pen- 
knife” is that its original purpuse was 
to make and sharpen quill pens. (By 
the way, this is a good-faith question : 
What was the distinction between a 
pen-knife and a jack-knife?) 

Mr. Irvine adds: “Benjamin Har- 
ris Brewster, attorney general under 
President Arthur (1881;1885), wore a 
wide beaver hat, ruffled shirts with 
lace cuffs,.and always a blue swallow- 
tail coat. I have no doubt that he 
used a quill pen in the early eighties. 
I frequently saw his signature, and it 
certainly looked like a quill pen sig- 
nature. There may be old codgers 
in the department of justice who could 


‘furnish more definite information. 


This brings the quill pen and some 
other ancient and venerable institu- 
tions—the wide beaver hat, ruffled 
shirts, lace cuffs and blue swallow- 
tail coats—down fairly close to the 
present; 1885 was only 42 years ago.

NEW SIGNAL SYSTEM 
UN MACON HIGHWAY 


——- -_- —?> 


In the receng complete signaliza- 
tion of the newly opened Atlanta- 
Macon highway, the state highway de- 

rtment through the activities of 
ohn N. Holder. chairman of the com- 
mission, and W. R. Neel, state high- 
Way engineer, has acquired for the 
state of Georgia the most effectively 
fignalized stretch of highway in the 
United States, comparable with any 
and surpassed by none, 

This important north-south state 
route Nos. 3, 7, 19 and federal route 
No. 41, carrying Georgia's heaviest 
traffic load, is now equipped with 
some 400-odd reflector signals of va- 
rious types, supplemented by the 
state's standard painted metal signs 
and also by a number of the well 
known gas operated flashing highway 
lighthouses. 

All primary and secondary danger 
points such as sharp curves, curved 
approaches to overhead bridges, cross 
roads, wide roads, railroad grade 
crossings, bridges with abutments 
close to the driving surface, village 
congestion, school zones, etc., have 
been signalized with units of differ- 
ent types, each type being specially 
adapted to points and conditions of 
various degree of danger and desired 
caution. 

The basis of the signaling plan fol- 
lowed is that all road conditions or 
conditions adjacent to and  affect- 
ing rond travel that constitute a 
hazard to safe maintenance of normal 
legal speed should be definitely and 
effectively designated by the use of 
an unmistakable day and night signal 
indication, given some distance ahead 
of sueh dangerous condition. In this 
progressive age the day has passed 
when the standard painted metal sign 
flone provides sufficient marking or 
designation of hazardous road con- 
ditions. Night driving is replete with 
numerous hazards, for which the gen- 
eral present day marking is inade- 
quate, 

ceenenee of the fact that a good 
road invites an ever increasing volume 
of night traffic, both pleasure and 
business, and that a very large pro- 
portion of highway accidents occur 
during the night hours, has caused 
state highway departments, the United 
States bureau of federal roads and 
leading signal manufacturers to give 
serious thought and study to the de- 
velopment of an effective night high- 
way signal unit that might be in- 
stalled at reasonable cost with nomi- 
nal maintenance expense. The major 

blem has been to perfect a com- 
ination day and night signal, that 
when properly installed ahead of the 
dangerous road condition, would give 
the driver unmistakable advance warn- 
ing of his approach to such condition. 
The solution has been found in the 
AGA 9=self-focusing reflectors and the 
Stimeonite tile self-focwsing reflect- 
ors, illuminated by the headlights of 
the approaching automobile. 

The reflector signals were supplied 
by the American Gas Accumulator 
company, of Elizabeth, N. J.. and 
their installation by Frank Hill, super- 
intendent of the state highway sign 
department, was personally supervised 
by R. L. Atwell, southern district 
manager of the AGA company. Two 
large highway trucks and gangs were 
engaged 15 days on this SO-mile sig- 
naling job. They are mounted on 
4x4 creosoted wood posts, being lo- 
cated an average distance of about 
six feet to the right of the road's 
driving surface, at a height of from 
three to six feet above the crown of 
the road. The Macon-Griffin section 
was completed by May 22, and the 
Atlanta-iriffin section on June 1 

The signaling plan followed is per- 
haps best described by 
of the various type signals used at 
dangerous read conditions, as follows: 

At the primary danger pvints are 
found either the gas operated flash- 
ing highway lighthouse, or the AGA 
type “HL” circular reflector, 30 inches 
‘n diameter, with red or yellow reflect- 
ing lens center unit, surrounded by 
an enameled band carrying standard 
wording? such as “caution curve,” 
“caution slow,” “danger.” “cross 
roads,” “danger railroad,’ ‘etc. This 
type “HL” reflector is on a straight- 
of-way first picked up, by reflection 
of the automobile headlight of normal 
strength, a distance of from one-fourth 
to one-half mile away. 

At the secondary danger points are 
found the type “W" diamond shaped 
reflector units, housed ‘n an aluminum 
casting, supplemented by the state's 
present painted yellow metal signs, 
carrying black arrows in direction 
of approached curves, and > wording 
.” “slow.” “side road.” “cross 
read.” ete. The reflector wnit is 
mounted directly below the painted 
sign, inviting at a considerable dis- 
fance the driver's attention to the 
painted sign.

Under this method the tire only re- 
ceived heat from the outside metal 
mold. Therefore, if the tire were prop- 
erly cured on the outside it was under- 
cured on the inside and if properly 
cured on the imside it was over-cured 
on the outside, Some cords were over- 
stretched and some under-stretched.

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HAT has happened to justice 
in the two-fold mystery of 
the theft and return of the 
Donahue jewels? 

Are the mysteries in con- 
nection with the case ever to 
be cleared up? . Will we ever know 
exactly how the thief was able to work 
with such extraordinary accuracy? 
Will we ever know the full story of 
Noel Scaffa’s negotiations with— 
whoever it was he negotiated with for 
the return of Jessie Woolworth Don- 
ahue’s $683,000 display? 

Scaffa was tried last October, more 
than a year after the robbery, on the 
charge of compounding a felony—the 
police viewpoint being that he gave 
protection to the’thief—and the jury 
disagreed. Is he to be tried again? 

Or is justice supposed to forget 
about it? 

The Donahue case is a mystery 
within a mystery. There is the mys- 
tery of the robbery, neat and swift to 
an amazing degree. And there is the 
mystery of the return of $683,000 
in jewels which Mrs. Donahue wore 
day and night except when she slept 
or took a bath. 

Let us consider Mystery No. 1. 

The scene is the Donahue suite at 
the Hotel Plaza.

Things New. a Old About The Bible : 


RELIGION AS A BASIS OF RE- 
SPECT FOR LAW. 


Religion and Morality Are Inseparably 
: Bound Together. 


HERE were the crude early. stages 
of religion and morals. The 
primitive religions were characterized 
by impure rites and 
even the sacrifice 
of chastity was part 
of the religious cer- 
emony. 

It would he aside 
from .our aim to 
discuss the origin, 
or slow process of 
growth. But in so 
far as our present 
Situation is  con- 
cerned, religion and 
morality are not 
separable. It is true 
as Dr. Ellwood de- 
clares: ‘‘The death 
of religion would mean the death of 
all higher civilization.”’ 


Religion and morality are co-exist- 
ent and co-operative. Religious faith 
and the moral sense have been so 
joined together that men cannot put 
them ‘asunder. 


Utilitarian ethics do not afford the 
dynamic of duty and fail to supply a 
“virtue-making’’ power for man. 


Spencer, Huxley and a long line of 
illustrious thinkers who are not num- 
bered among the orthodox, testify to 
the indispensableness of the Christian 
religion :n the preservation of law and 
social order. 

Rabbi H. G. Enelow gives this ap- 
preciative statement, ‘‘Among_ the 


great and good that the human race 


have produced, none have ever ap- 


proached Jesus in universality of ap- 
peal and sway. He has become the 
most fascinating figure in history.” 

According to Lecky the historian, 
“The simple record of three short 
years of Christ’s active life has done 
more to regenerate and soften man- 
kind than all the disquistions of phil- 
osophers and all the exhortations of 
moralists.”’ 


In Jesus Christ there is the perfect 
expression of, and the perfect unity 
of religion and ethics. Conscience is 
guickened and guided by looking 
upon the character of the stalwart 
Saints of God, both in the record of 
Scripture and in the history of the 
church. But there is no method that 
can take the place of looking into 
the face of Jesus Christ, that face 
which is an “‘illuminated conscience.” 


Respect for and obedience to law 
cannot be increased nor maintained 
apart from the religious appeal and 
motive. 


Canon Gore did not state the case 
too strongly when he said, ‘‘No Sab- 
bath means no church; no church 
means no worship; no worship means 
no religion; no religion means no 
morality; no morality means no so- 
ciety; no society means no govern- 
ment; no government means an- 
archy.” 


Radical theorizers may tear down 
and destroy, but they are without any 
constructive program for building up 
reverence for law and for the moral- 
izing of social relationships. We 
Should give earnest heed to the words 
of Washington who with true insight 
said: “Of all the dispositions and 


habits which lead to political pros- 
perity, religion and morality are in- 
dispensable supports. In vain would 
that man claim the tribute of patriot- 
ism who should labor to subvert these 
great pillars of human_ happiness, 
these firmest props of the duties of 
men and citizens. The mere poli- 
tician equally with the pious men, 
ought to respect and cherish them. A 
volume could not trace all their con- 
nections with private and public felic- 
ity. Let it simply be asked: Where 
is the security for property, for repu- 
tation, for life, if the sense of re- 
ligious obligations deserts the oaths 
which are the instruments of investi- 
gation in courts of justice. And let 
us with caution indulge the supposi- 
tion that morality can be maintained 
without religion. Whatever may be 
conceded to the influence of refined 
education on minds of peculiar struc- 
ture, reason and experience both for- 
bid us to expect that national moral- 
ity can prevail in exclusion of re- 
ligious principle. 

In the light of these words we can 
readily see our peril. There are over 
27,000,000 American children and 
youth, nominally Protestant and un- 
der twenty-five vears of age who re- 
Ceive no réligious instruction. There 
are 7,000,000 Catholic children and 
youth under twenty-five years of age, 
who receive no religious instruction. 
There are 1,500,000 Jewish children 
and youth under twenty-five years of 
age without religious instruction. As 
a whole seven out of every ten chil- 
dren and youth of the United States 
are not touched in any way by the 
religious educational program of the 
Church. As a result there is a high 
susceptibility to immoral conduct and 


a rapid increase of juvenile crim- 
inality. 

Today, the Bible is practically ex- 
cluded from our public institutions of 
learning. 

Dr. J. J. Tigert, the United States 
commissioner of education says: ““‘We 
have got to do something to develop 
character in our educational system. 
We have wisely separated the func- 
tion of church and state, but in avoid- 
ing the Scylla of political interference 
with religion, we have steered upon 
a Charybdis of state education without 
religion.”’ | 

There are, however, the ‘most 
hopefyl indications for the future. 
The different religious groups, espe- 
cially the thoughtful leaders are be- 
ginning to lay aside the imaginary 
peril of their ecclesiasticism in the 
face of the real peril of a _ lawless 
nation. 

These church men understand that 
our only safety is in the religious ele- 
ment pervading all of our educational 
methods and processes. 

Progress is being made in many 
States towards schools and colleges 
credit for Bible study conducted in a 
manner which violates no principle of 
our constitution. 

The State University of Georgia in 
its summer school with more than 2,- 
000 students will in the future give 
credit for Bible study. This is_be- 
ing done by a number of state insti- 
tutions. There is no opportunity in 
this paper for discussing methods. 
But there should certainly be a suffi- 
cient agreement among the churches 
to carry through this religious educa- 
tional program which is necessary for 
the preservation of the fundamental 
elements of religion and morality.

Mediaeval churches of the Gothic type lend 
themselves much better to drawing in black and 
white and to etchings than to paintings, and the 
reason is simple. _most of them have been built 
in the northern part of Europe (there are very 
few Gothic buildings in Italy, for the Italians 
looked upon Gothic as something foreign and 
barbaric) and the northern part of Europe is 
cold and wet and windy. After a few hundred 
eH of storms and hurricanes, these buildings 

egin to look like sombre mountains of a dull 
gray granite. And there have been very few 
artists in this world who were any good at paint- 
ing mountains, while there have been many who 
could translate them beautifully into the language 
Of the black lines and the white surfaces. 


1 would therefore not try and do anything 
very spectacular with the walls of the church. 
Paint it an almost even*gray. But leave the 
windows blank and then when your gray has 
dried, paint in the colored glass of the windows 
and use brilliant green, blue and red and yellow 


to create an impression of little bits of colored 
glass. You can continue that varied pattern of 
colors among the people of the procession on 
the left. 


Then paint the roofs of the houses a dark 
red and the houses themselves brick red and 
give the trees on the right their natural color. 
By that time the picture will begin to look like 
something. And when that has been done, add 
a flat yellow background and a flat yellow fore- 
ground, and see what happens. 


HAVE taken Notre Dame of 
Paris as an example. And I 
have taken it because it is best 
known of all those many 
churches built in honor of the 
Virgin Mary, and because every one 
has seen reproductions of it on post- 
cards and in illustrated papers. 


Curiously enough it is by no 
means .the best representative of that 
particular type of Gothic church. You 
know, of course, what the word 
“Gothic”? meant? It meant “savages” 
or “uncouth” and it was a term used 
by the people of the Renaissance to 


express their contempt for those gigan- 


tic stone structures which had been the 
pride of the middle ages and they said 
“Gothic” very much as we used to say 


“Hunnish” during the recent war some- 


thing that was made by the uncivilized 
tribes of central and northern Europe 
who had never heard of the ideal pro- 
portions and the principles of architec- 
ture laid down by the ancient Greeks 
and Romans. 

Today we no longer share this view 
of the enthusiastic supporters of a revived 
classical world. We prefer the original in- 
ventions and the innovations of the medi- 
aeval architects to the somewhat hackneyed 
imitations built by the people of the six- 


teenth and seventeenth centuries.

This puzzle was at last solved by a 
genius who reinforced the outer walls by 
so-called ‘“‘buttresses’—heavy stone props 
which supported the walls and made the 
matter of a more or less heavy roof a mere 


detail. 


Unfortunately the ardour of the people 
who wanted to see a cathedral arise in every 
town and hamlet cooled considerably be- 
fore the churches were actually finished. 
And.as a result neither Notre Dame of Paris 
nor any of the other Gothic structures of 
the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries were 


ever finished. 


Almost invariably they lack a tower or 
a choir or something, but they are just as 
inspiring as many modern buildings that 
have been completed to the last tile in the 


floor.
